FIRANCEKE.

Juies Favre and the Emperor —Spley
Exposure of Imperial Shams—Immo-
rality of the Fremeh SBiage and Court,
Eto. Ete.

Panis, March 16, — After a woek of com
arstively uninteresting debate in the Corps

sepisiatit, Jules Favre, the leader of the oppo-

sition, eleetrified that bedy yesterday with an
address which would have mnde the Emperor's
ears tingle if he had heard it, and which must
have “got his mad up” a little when he read it
this morning. . Theftext was the paragraph in the
addresy congratulating the Kmperor upon the
ftability of the interior regime aod institutions
of France.

The Emperor, al the close of his last address,
at the opening of the Corps Legislatif, put an
effectunl stopper npon the hopes of the Hberal
parly that l[hrrn was 1o be foy further exten-
sion of liberty in Vrance. “There had been
enongh talk about ths,” the Emperor sald, in
substance,and “the gremt desidoratum now wiis Lo
increase tin- physionl prosperity of the country
and improve public morals.,” Into these propo-

sitions of the Emperor Jules Pavre pitched
right and left, yesterday, charged his Muajesty
with having ubierly talled to Imlfil bhis pro-

miges, called the empire & “negative and a
parody” of the system of 1789, of which it pro-
feesed lo be o contmuation, demanded the
liberty of the prees, the right ol reunion, and
that electoral liberty now effectually erushed
out by the system of Governmental candidates.
He closed hig gpecch with the following remurk-
nbichr raphe, which must be gall and worm-
waod to the “powers that be":—

*In regurd to the exterior policy, if the conntry
had been master of its destinies, wo should never
have witnessed these distant expeditions wnich
have so preatly compromised our interests, We
#hould not have sent to die on the other side of
the Atlantic o wany young men whose arms
would have enriched our roil. We, should not
have gecn millions wasted in Mexico in behalf
of an enierprise the least fault of which is that
it is impossible, Theege million: would have
been uselully employed in Lepefiting France
and her colonies.

“Ae to the interior reégime, we are sometimes
told that the passions are completely nppeased.
Bometimes that they are still fermenting, that
parties are always armed, sud that our libertic
should «t1ll be refused us, Public me i
gpoken of. 11 you would have gor” -3 are
must muke citizens; to make . <4 MOrals you

Lave lnstitutions wh' : wtlzens you must
: w0 048 fotm them. France
1s galurated With yinigey glory. She has need
ol n’wm‘i dignity and grandeur, 1f you will
mterrogate the literature of the present day,
which & the expression of public morils, you
will be deiven to some unfortunate conclu=ions.
“You have decreed the liberty of theatros, and
with the censorship you do what you please
upon the public scene, and what do yon sghow
us Lhere? Great God! you force a man with
any sense of decency to keep away irom thus
privileged temple in Isupching ot him this
sort ot insult. ‘I degired to urouk of" virtue
and devolion. Thege are no longer actuali-
ties, and | am driven from the temple conse.
crated to them.’
“What do you make of the French scene?
Yon bave muade it & seene of libertinage and
shamelessness; you expose upon it disgusting
nudities. You have in your hands a law made
to prevent chaldren from working in manufac-
torics, and you begrime the child upou the
geene of a privileged theatro in making him rep-
resent the type and model of degradation and
cyniciem, 1o the scandal of ull respectable
people. Aud then you open bals masques, and
you say:—'Come and amunse yourselves, and
drink from the cup which I put to your lips.’
As for me, 1 say 1o you, France wants some-
thing else, She wishes to have the power of
exercising her liberties,. We are nothing if we
cuannot raige our eyes towards Heaven, and we
oannot do that if we are not free,”
There is an immence deal of truth in the
frenchant remarks of (this sallent, sturdy leader
of the oh;‘)osuim in the French Corps Legislatif.
He and thousands of thinking men im France
mourn over & state of things in this capital
which approaches very nearly to that which
exieted in Rome just before its dowunfall, and
which explorations and excavations prove to
liave been the moral condition of Herculaneum
and Pompeli at the time they were overwhelmed
and buried, The puisonmﬁ: literature which is
permitied to be spread through France, and
‘which ig represented by such types as “‘Fanny”
and * Danlel” of Peydeau; * Balambo" and
“Madam Bovary” of Flaubert—the well-known
and immeusely popular works of Paul de Kock;
and his son and successor, and the Inberitor of
his meretricious qualities and fwme, Henrl, s
sapping the foundstion of morals of the present
sind rising generation of Fraunce, and Itis to thisg
class of worke that M. Favre alludes,
Any one who has seen the show pleces of the
Biche¢ aur Hots and the Landerne Magigue,
in each of which the “‘well-formed and beautiful
oung ladies” advertised for seemed literally
determined to “outstrip” all others, and who
has obrerved the astonishingl small quantity
of dress and the astonishingly large quantity of
body which s itted to be exhivited upon
the boarde of the Paris theatres, will well un.
derstand what he wmeans by his reference to
them, The “infant” he speaks of is “Fanian
Benoiton,” in Bardou's plece of the Familie Be
noticn, which bas been runuing now at the
Vaudeville nearly a hundred and fifty nights.
This type of the sunny ehildhood of Parie is &
;oumter of eight years, who seems to have
horoughly studied Mechiavelll, and has no fuith
in his race; who i8 blase; who gambles and
makes “'corners” in the sl.‘yln af an old stock
broker, at the “bourse” which the ehildren uscd
10 hold in the garden of the Tulleries for the ex-
c:hanfa and sale of stamps, and who
finally sttempts to rob his father's safe to make
up tor his losses.

He who has witnessed the scene of riot and
debauchery on the Bunday mornines of the bals
smasques sl the overs will not wonder at his re-
ferring to them in thie conneetion, Indeed, all
who have observed in Parie the constantly and
n[mly t fading out of decency and
pu private moralty, who sees the shop
windows on the most puhlln thoroughlnres

fled with photographs and pictures which no
decent Waman or man even can look st without
shame; who see the “fast women" of Lhe demi-
monde fisunting i ellks apd lnges, driving their

wappificent timouts on the avenues and in th ©
{iens de Soulogne, bedecked nnd belewel ed, oc-
cupying the best and most prominent places 1
the thentres, seiting the fesblons which duch-
erpce and princesses greedily iollow—those who
have witnessed all tlile will not wonder thpt
men Nke Jules Favre demand sometbing better
for France. He and his poartisans charge it
wpon the Emperor and the t:nlnrr that they en-
courage, or, at least do not desire to suppress
thiz state of thinge, beenuse 1 drowns thonght
in smuegement, riot, and debauchery, nud, there-
fore, nets ae & preventive to revolution.
